The esteem in which many college professors are held, and the 
influence they exert even in their own classrooms, depends, often, not 
so much on the knowledge they display in dass. as what they branch 
out and perform in advance of the work they happen to be teaching. 

It has been frequently found that the man who sticks to his last 
has not made the best of his opportunities. There is a tendency in all 
teachers, and in professional men who have achieved position by rare 
•cholastic ability, to rest awhile, after they have won rank. The re- 
sult of succumbing to the tendency, among teachers, is at once evident 
to these pupils with whom they come into contact. The word "veg- 
etating" has been coined to define the attitude which is recognized in 
such instructors. 

They have prepared lessons, or lectures, as the case might be, 
for two, three, four or a score of years, and know what they are go- 
ing to say to each class, almost by heart. They can almost antici- 
pate the questions students will ask during the lectures. Classes be- 
come a matter of monotonous routine, and teachers are apt to lose 
interest in both student and subject. 

The method adopted, either consciously or unconsciously, by 
successful professors at McGill and elsewhere, has been to pursue 
study of the subject. New avenues of research have been opened 
up by them, and in the wonders of new discoveries, they have still 
found enchantment in the old. Students receive increased benefit, 
not -.ily because their instructor knows more, but because, in sonic 
psychological fashion, the liking for the subject which is then inher- 
ent in the instructor, is caught by the student.
